Tho Tiiiiea in an editorial this morning 
heartily applauds tho act of the Canadian 
govsrnmout from its attitude of hicjh and 
dry proteotioniam, and ooogratnlatea both 
the CaDadtan and English busbieBa oom- 
munitiea. > 

The Wiitminiter Gazette says the new 
Canadian" tarlH ia a distinct sign of the 
times. i ■-■ 

ToBOMTp, March 28. — ^The Empire aaya: 
"The new tariff ia what may be called » 
farmeir'a at]d poor man's tariff. While the 
duty Is ^till kept upon oyery thing which 
may be olassed as a laxnry, there has been 
a general reduction all along the lioe on such 
things as enter into geuerid cpnsumptton, a 
notable exception being in tho farmer's own 
productions, where duties which ho had 
found to bo such advontago to him oro re- 
tained iu moat instaaces at their former 
rates." 

The Mai! thinks wo ought to bo able to 
stand a out in tho revenue, for the reason 
thot our large public works are approaching 
completion, and there aro none excepting 
tho St;. Lawrence canal enlargement now 
pressing. Tho Mail says Hon. Mr. Foster 
expects to lose a million and a half by tho 
cut in duties, and says it will bo astonished 
if tho revenue does not aufTer aovorely. 

The Evening News (Ind. Con.) says: 
" The changes can bo briefly summarized. 
Tho duty on raw material, whorevor 
touched, has boon reduced by CO to 00 per 
cent., while that on the imported finished 
product has, in aome cases been increased, 
and in very few has been lotrered more 
than 15 per cent, Xhe manufacturer is 
thus enabled to produce more cheaply, 
while not forced to sell cheaper. The peo- 
ple aekcd for a consumers' tarilT, they have 
been givo.n a manufacturors' tariff " 

Nkw York, March 2S.— The effect of the 
new Canadian tariff bill was freely dis- 
ousaed in the sugar trade to-day, but there 
was a wide divergence of opinion. Some 
were inclined to conaider the matter serious 
for tho euEar refiners here. 

Willot & Gray say : "The raising of 
the standard .will bring the Canadian re- 
finerajnta;keen opmpetttion with ours here. 
Sixteen, .Sutch isiandard ia already a light 
color, .im^^;:th4 Canadians will have all the 
best of'Mi^VI^Mtern trade, for the reason 
tliat white W0 are shipping by rail, they can 
transport tbeir ragara by water to Chicago." 

Samuels. Connellsald; "Sixteen stand- 
ard has been free here, and it is, after all, 
perfectly natural that the change should 
raise tho standard to the same leveL It will 
greatly benefit tho Canadian refiners and 
the consumers. I believe that the measure 
was introduced (vith that object in view. 
It rcmaina to be seen in what competition 
will roault." 

Howell & Co. say : " The measuro wi.'l 
oertaiuly bring tho Canadians into competi- 
tion wiih us. The nieaaure was introduced 
for the benefit of the refiuers who, in im- 
porting a 1-t standard Kugar, frequently had 
shipped to them a hij^hcr color, upon v.'hich 
they were compelled to pay heavy duties. 
This gives them a wider range, and that was 
the idea wbioh prompted the change. 



SOCIALISM IN EDROPE. 

Important Convention in Vienna— Ilcrr Bohd 
Htronely Adyocatea Universal Snli):age 
—Oniladtnte' Organize. - 

Vienna, March 23.— The Socialist Assem- 
bly, which has been in aession in this city, 
closed its sittinga to day. A largo number 
of Sociallets, prominent throughout Europe, 
were present, inal\idlng Herr Bebel, tho 
well known Socialist member of the German 
Reichstag. Herr Bebel made a powerful 
speech in favor of universal suffrage, 
in support of a resolution .condemning 
the Austrian Government acheme of electoral 
reform. The resolution insists upon unlvor. 
sal suffrage, and advocates a general strike 
as a tneana of obtaining it, if it shall seem 
necessary to .go to .that extreme to obtain 
that boon. .9^0 rMolntion was adopted. A 
resolution was offered proposing the im- 
mediate orgidnfantiqn. of a general strike 
against -the -payinentcf rents, but! it was 
voted down. The members of tho Omladlna 
sqcietiea have formally and finally separated 
from the young Czech party and have organ- 
ized themselves into a distinct party advo- 
cating the most radical measures of any of 
the Soolaliatic organizjktions.

CARTWRmnT'S CONTENTIONS. 

OppoBltlou ''Finauco Hlulstcr's" Uellcctlous 
on Uio Policy of Government and Its 
New' Tariff Frbposals. 

Ottawa, March 28 —(Special,)— Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright, in replying to Minister of 
Finance Foster's spooch on tho budget in 
the Houao thia afternoon denied that there 
was any protection in tho Britinh tariff. 
Since 1879, ho said, Canada's notional debt 
had incroapcd 51-10,000,000, until it is now 
$240,000,000. He regretted tho loss to 
Canada of tho Urge number of 
people who had taken up their 
residence in tho United States. Ao- 
oording to the census returns, during the 
past decade the country had lost a million 
and a quarter of her population, the major- 
ity of them going to the United States. If 
the country was prosperous, he continued, 
these people would have remained here. He 
accused tho Uuvernment of parrying on an 
irritating policy against the United States, 
and never meeting that Government with a 
square offer of reoiprooiby. Se predicted 
that the new tariff would have a disturbing 
influence upon tho business of Canada.

Paris, March 28. — A bomb loaded with 
blasting powder and fragments of Iron was 
exploded last evening on the window sill of 
a public hall In Montceau-les-Miuoe, depart- 
ment of Saono-et-Loiro.

Tho building 
was badly damaged, but nobody was hurt. 
The town is tho centre of a coal mining and 
quarrying district.

Washinoton, March 28.— Several very 
mportant projects were brought before tho 
Senate to-day, on which, however, action 
was deferred. They embraced a free silver 
coinage bill, introduced by Mr. Stewart, 
Nevada, a resolution declaring tho Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty to be no longer in force, in- 
troduced by Mr. Dolph, and a Sen- 
ate resolution offered by Mr. Feffer, 
instruoting the finance committee to 
report a bill repealing all laws that 
authorize the issue o( bonds or other 
Interest bearing obligations of tho govern- 
ment. The resolution which was offered by 
Mr, Sherman last week, as to the simulation 
of silver coins by coins of the usual weight 
and fioeneae, and as to whether there is any 
existing law to permit such counterfeiting, 
was taken up and agreed to, after a short 
disouaaion. Tho joint resolution introduced 
by Mr. Dolph to abrogate tho Ciay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty reads as follows : 
Resolved| by tho Senate and House 
of Beprcaontativea of tho United States in 
Congress assembled, that tho convention 
concluded April 10, 18Q0, and proclaimed 
July 15, 1850, between tho United States 
and Great Britain relativo to a ship canal 
by way of Nicaragua, Costa Rica, tho 
Mosquito Coast or any part of Central 
America, commonly know ao tho Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, is no longer in force. " i'hc 
iutroduotion of thia resolution," said 
Mr. Dolph, " does not indicate any 
oppesition ou my part to tho Nioaraguan 
canal, on the contrary, I am in favor of it. 
Whenever we havo made an attempt to do 
anything in this or similar matters, this 
treaty arises liko a bugbear to confront ub. 
The treaty is not in force, and never has 
been. Great Britain has violated it time and 
again, and I believe that wo ought by legis- 
lation to sot it aside and abrngato it entire- 
ly. Then wo can go ahead with the project 
utitramalled by any oonventions of this 
sort." 



BBHEING SEA BBRULATIONS. 

Sir Oharles Tapper Believes the Countries 
Uoat Concerned Will Comply With 
Them When Legalized. 

London, March 28. — Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commisaioner, visited tho 
Colonial ofEoe this afternoon, and in tho ab- 
sence of Lord BIpon spoke with Robert 
Hcury Meade, under-sooretary, as to tho 
egalization of the Bchriug Se^i award. Ho 
expressed regret that such logalizition had 
been delayed, but felt sure, lie said, that 
tho countries most concerned in tho award 
would conform peaceably to its provisions 
immodiatoly after they should bo legalized. 

It ia stated that at Mr, Bayard's intcr- 
viow yesterday with tho Earl of Kimborloy, 
tho latter assured Mr. Bayard that tho bill 
giving legal operation to the provisions of 
tho oourt of arbitration's findings In the 
Buhring Sea question would be presented to 
Parliament to-morrow and its passage expe- 
dited. 

WASHiNaxoH OiTT, MaToh 27.— There are 
evidences that the efforts which both par- 
ties havo been making to arrive at a satis- 
factory axreemeBb touching the regulation 
of the seal fisheries this season are likely to 
meet with suooeas within tho next ten days. 
Tho vessels of the British navy which will co- 
operate with our navy to police tho seal 
waters aro now in tho neighborhood of Ea- 
quimalt, B.C. Tho detail has not yet been 
made known hero, but tho British naval 
system ia so perfect; iu its workings that the 
vossela selected for tho aorvioo can bo coaled 
and supplied with everything nooossary for 
their cruise in a few days. 

Vai.liiJO, March 27- — Telographic orders 
have been roooived by Captain Howlaon, 
commanding at Mara island navy yard, 
from tho soorotary of tho navy, directing 
that the U. S. ship Mohican and gunboat 
Yorktown be prepared for sea Immetliately, 
Tho reoolpt of this news created coraidcr 
able stir among naval officials, as it was not 
antiolpated that such orders would be pro- 
mulgated before April 1.'

KOSSUTH'S FUNERAL. 

ImposIngDeinonstratlon InTurln— No Trouble 
Autlcipatca at Buda-Pcstli— ILorks 
of Kcspect. 

TuBiN, Maroh 28.— The remains of LodIb 
Kossuth were removed last evening to the 
evangelical church whero tho funeral ser- 
vices took place this morning. The streets 
were crowded and tho body was followed to 
tho church by thousands, among them many 
students and residents of the city. The 
coffin was completely buried in flowers and 
tho church was insufficient to hold the fif- 
tieth part of those desirous of admission. 
Only the chief roproaontalives of tho Hun- 
garian delegates and leading repreaontativea 
of foreign nations were able to obtain ad- 
mittance. At tho conclusion of tho cero- 
moniea the body was conveyed to tho station 
and placed in a fpccial train, which will 
leave this evening for Buda-Peath. 

London, March 28. — A dispatch to tho 
Daily News from Buda Pesth soya : " Tho 
prospects are that quiet will prevail during 
tlio funeral of Louis Koeauth. Tlio bettor 
Independents havo organized a body of vol- 
unteer constables, m^iinly students, to db» 
operate with tho police.

ARMY OF THE COMUOx^WEAL. 

The Men on the Move— Incidents by tbo Way 
—No Love for Newsiiaper Men. 

Alli.vn'ce, Ohio, March 28. — Thia point 
waa reached by tho Commonweal army yes- 
terday afternoon, after a niaroh of fourteen 
miles over very rough and mnddy roada. 
Cold, cutting winds and an occasional enow 
, flurry prevailed till dark. Camp Pr ffor, at 
Lioniaville, Ohio, waa deserted at 9 o'clock 
by the army of peace. With three cheera for 
the town mayor the column swung 
off on its first long tramp. At Max- 
ima a short atop waa made and 
one mile further on tho column halted, 
for luDoh. When the collr^ge settlement at 
Monnt Union on the outskirts of Alliance 
was re&ched tho gaping crowds began to 
thicken. From that point to the location of 
Camp Bunker Hill at the Alliance fair 
grounds the people flocked out to see tho 
odd oavaluade pass by. Tenta were raised 
and the ebivering thuly olad oitizsna of the 
communes gathered wood for fires. By tbo 
time supper rationa were distributed things 
were comfortable. 

Alliance is the most enthusinstic town 
yet reached. Many sympathizers with tho 
movement live here, and aupplies to the 
amount of half a carload came in. A load 
of hay for tho atook waa included. The 
street railways ran excuraion cars to tho 
scene every aoven minutes. Aa avening 
came on recruits began to come in, and 
Adjutant Smith placed 75 now men on tho 
rolls, making tho column 181 strong. Tho 
new men are somewhat bettor appearing 
than their predecessors. At i o'clock a 
public meeting was hold in tho opera house. 
Commander Ooxoy apoko to an immouao 
gathering, being followed by Chief Marshal 
Carl Brown. Another mooting was hold 
later in the evening. Tho Independent 
church, a body of Free Thinkers, offered 
their building for eleoping quarters ; but it 
waa declined by Maishil Brown. 

A very hostile disposition was noticable 
in the camp, aimed at tho oorreapondenta 
acoonipanying tho expedition. The men 
claim that they have boon mercilessly 
abused and want revenge. Mayor Escel lias 
appointed twelve pilToe officers for the 
night, bat anticipated no trouble. The fear 
of the State, omoials is that the army may 
be aetr upon by the disorderly elements in 
some of tlie towna to be passed through. 
For that reason a latter has beon written to 
captains of all the militia companies along 
the route. No order to Izeep undor arms is 
given; but the letter adyisea t{ie officers to 
have tho men ready for inuater. At 5 o'clock 
Commander Coxoy left for Massillon, hia 
home, thence to go by later train to Chicago 
to attend a stock sale at tho Union Stouk 
Yarda. Ho will rejoin tho command at 
Columbus on Thuraday. 

San Francisco, Moroh 28 — Leaders of 
the local induatrial army organ'zition 
which waa announced laat night, atato thia 
morning that over 1,300 men have already 
enliatod, but from indications at hoadquar- 
tora the number ia probably not greater then 
200 or 300. An appeal is to bo mudo to citi- 
zens for money to assist tho army to leave 
tho city for Washington. "General" Fry, 
who ia fioundoring Bomowhoro in Toxaa with 
the Los Angolea contingent, is repudiated by 
local warriors, as is also agitator Willey, 
who they say has no connection whatever 
with the movement.

There was Ek large gatberiaf; of the orod- 
itora of Greon, VVorlock & Co. at the meat- 
ing oiiUod by the asaigneea, held in the 
Biard of Trade buildi^ri yosterd y after- 
noon.

Charles Hayivard having been unani- 
mously elected to the chair and Charlea 
Jones secretary, the chairman at once ciklled 
on the asaigneea, Mesars. Yates, Hoistorinan 
and Coltart, for thoir otatoment. 

J. S. Yntee, aa apokeaman for (ho ag- 
aignoes, prefaced hia reinarka with au ex- 
pression of regret at llio unfortun-vte aua- 
ponaion, on March 2, of au institution that 
in its day had done gie.vt service to thooii.y. 
In the aoleotion of at least two of iho aa- 
signeea, Meaara. Heiatorinan and Coltart, ho 
considered wise disoretiou had been exor- 
ciaod, Mr. Coltart'a many years e.xporienca 
in banking business in Scotland, where he 
had assisted at the winding up of the City 
of Glasgow bank, and in Canada, where ho 
had much experience, eminently fitting him 
for the position. Mr. Heiatermau's business 
ability is too well known to need comment. 
Some complaint had been made aa to Mr. 
Thornton Fell being retained as solicitor; 
but aa ho knowa exactly the position of the 
bank in rej;;ard to certain claims uncettledat 
the time of suspension, it was thought ad- 
visable to retain him. In regard to tho 
complaint that tho services of the ataflf had 
been retained, they were entitled to pay to 
the end of March in any case, and it would 
have been a double txpense to discharge 
them and employ others. He denied tho re- 
port that Mr. Worlock had been allowed to 
praotioally manage the affairs of the bank 
since the snspension. On the contrary, that 
{{entleman has been most deferential to the 
assignees, has only acted under their in- 
Btruotions, and has placed his best efforts at 
their service. (Hear, hear.) The assignees 
have been blamed for not iisaiog a state- 
ment sooner, but the truth is they have 
worked night and 'day, and the amount 
of bttsinesB to be done made It im- 
possible to present an intelligent statement 
before this. Among canees of delay were 
certain business that had to be seen to to 
protect the bank's claims, and it was alow 
work going over the assets to find out whe- 
ther securities deposited in tho bank wore 
there as collateral or only on deposit. All 
this took tin.e.and il it hud not been for Mr, 
Worlock'a services tho work would not 
have been completed yet. Turning to tho 
printed staleniunt, ho took up each iieni in 
turn, dealing first with tho liabilities. The 
deposits on current; account, 3158, 8,"3, liud 
included in them Sl.S,18-i which appeared in 
tho name of Mrs. Greer, ono of tho part- 
ners ; end this amount to her credit 
Cinnot be regarded an a liability 
until every other credimr has been piid. 
Tho amount of liabili-:ca fully secured 
i.? ahmvn in tho atateme it to be S157,470.G:{; 
the t" 1.1 liabilities c'f .,11 kinds being ^527,- 
014 36 Turning to ihn asaets it would bo 
noticed that there are two co'uDns of i alua- 
tiona, the last ono being that of the aa- 
signeea who hove in tli.- ciae of overdrafts 
and bills receivable wh'ch are doubtful re- 
duced the valuation to 50 per cent., in order 
to be safe. As to the overdrafts marked 
" bad," he felt perfco'.ly assured that at 
least the 2J per cent, valuo would bo ob- 
tained. As to the item of mortgugcs that 
should have been written off long ago, since 
it referred to the Ueathorn estate, which 
was barred out by a legal decision some time 
ago. dome of the amount marked as due 
from other banks has been paid since 
Maroh 2, Uie date of the state- 
ments. In regard to the real estate 
the bank property has been separated 
from that of the partners, beoauso the 
former must be sold and realized upon bo- 
fore tho latter can be touched. The shares 
in tho Lanark Mining Co., the trustees did 
not liko to value, but still thoy are o valu- 
able asset. Tho mine has had §140,000 
spent on it, and jiiat before Bering Bros, 
failed, its oilo at JGIO.OOO waa almost con- 
cluded. Ho road from tho Minister of 
Minea' report for 18911, a description of tho 
mine, where it was stated to bo a splendid 
property with a largo quantity of higli grade 
ore in sight, and capable of shipping 40 
tona a day if an aerial tramway woro put 
in. In con:li'a'oi Mr. Yatca stated that 
deducting from the liabilities tho sum 
apoken of aa credited to Mrs. Green tho 
ttssetu showed a bahinco of $^18,100.

Co., do au to rodecm tho oe- 
ouritiea held aa collateral for tlio purpose of 
realizing upon thorn, {Hoar, hoar. ) If that 
were done and the several debtors treated 
judiciously, it would ho found that every 
creditor would roooivo 100 cents in tho dol- 
lar. It would bo a mistake to preea tho 
bink'd debtors ton hard at present aa it 
wonld'mean driving some cf them to an as- 
signment. ■ Ibe valuation of tho real ostato 
was not that at which it would sell to-day, 
bcoauae to aell at the present time of de- 
pression would be euiaidal. 

>Ir. Worlook on eoming {orw»rd to rend 



a statement waa quite warmly applauded. 
The statement wan aa fellows : 

" You will need no assurance from me of 
the dep h of my regret in appearing b-ifere 
you all in thit poaiiiou which I occupy to- 
day. BfjUovo niB when I say that the prea- 
euc unhappy position has been brought 
about through no want of attention to my 
duties ; neither have I been heedless of the 
funds entiu-.ted to niy care. The assignees, 
who have made tho oloaeat examinotions 
into our business, will assure you that I 
have not speoulated in stocks, real estate or 
commodity of any kind, but that I have 
endeavored to do a sound and careful busi- 
ness, and to follow as closely as poaelblo in 
the atepa of tho late Mr. Qreon, in lending 
every asaiatanco in cur power to holp for- 
ward u largo number of merohants in this 
city and Piovinoe in their legitimate buai- 
nosa, svithout disregard of the interests of 
cur dopoaitore. 

" In tho autumn c f 1892 tho general in- 
dications seemed to point to a C|uiot condi- 
tion of trade in the following spring I en- 
deavored to prepare for tho approaching 
quietude by restricting loans. Wo wore so 
far successful that on the 1st of January last 
year our position waa strengthened to the 
extent of nearly §100,000 in excess of that 
of tlio same date in the previous year. 
Gentlemen, I thought I was prepared ado- 
qra'oly for the approaching dull time. Tho 
early spring had biraly opened, however, 
when n oonatant drain of gold from Now 
Y'.'rk to London commenced, then cimo a 
restriction all through the States, followed 
by a E;eneral Snancial panio, -rsaniting 
in a oloahig _ of bettvoen 600 and 700 
b.inks. The drat bank of any consequence 
in Canada to feel this strain was the Com- 
mercial Bank of Manitoba, a ohartored in- 
stitution, which was compelled to oIobo its 
doora. Wo in Victoria being so closely con- 
nected with tho States could hardly hope to 
esctpe. ' Dnring the months of June, July 
and AugaBt::B»ciiiottlarly,-the withdrawals 
from deposit amounted to olose upon 
$200,000. Surely you would not think me 
over sanguine in estimating that about half 
those would return to ua again as eoon as 
our depositors saw that wo were able to pay 
them as required, but it is not so. Adverse 
opinions were industriously, and, I regret to 
add, in aomo cases maliciously oiroulntod as 
to our position, and from that time to tho 
day of closing our deposits atoadily dimin- 
iahod. 

" It aaya much for tho aoundnoss of the 
business we were doinq, aa well aa tho sta- 
bility of tho merchants of our city, that thoy 
raspon('e i well to our applioationa to them to 
reduco their overdrafts from timo to time, as 
tho money was rct|uired by our drpoaitora, 
but wo endeavored not to strain them to a 
point beyond which they could not stand. 

Gentlemen you have hoord tho assignees' 
report, these contlcmen are all good buaiuess 
men, well qualitied to look after your inter- 
es'!', they have not spared the pruning- 
knifc, but have made tho heavieat possil lo 
reductions in our afsota, to my mind, very 
much heavier than there was occasion for, 
notwithstanding this, however, tho eatato 
still shows a surplus, and I hope that with 
your forbearance, the osaignees with their 
judicious and economical management, after 
paying every dollar of our indebtodnoss, at 
tho ond of their labors will have a fair sum 
remaining to hand to Mra, Green and my- 
self, who, I will remind you, will be the 
heaviest loaera by our suspension," 

Mr. Hickoy wanted to know whether it 
would not be well to appoint some one repre- 
senting the creditors as an assignee. 

C. J. Rattray objected to adding to tho 
expense in this way ; and U. S. Consul 
Myers wanted to know by whom tho as- 
signees were appointed and whether thf y 
are ofHcers of the law or nominees of a bock 
which had failed to run itself properly. 
Who, he asked, is to shape the policy of the 
asaigneea if not the creditors ? 

Thornton Fell, solicitor for the bank, ex- 
plained that he had named the assigneea 
after consulting a number of the largest 
creditors. He bad then sabmitted the. 
names to Mr. Worlock, who had expressed 
his approbation of the gentlemen selected. 
Tho creditors could now .say. whether thty 
ratified this action or not. 

Mr. Yates held that according to law tho 
assignees now can only bo removed on np- 
pli<:ation to the courts and for oiuse. 

Dr. Milno upheld the choice of assignees, 
whom ho believed to bo men eminently fit- 
ted for the work, and he moved a resohitioD, 
seconded by Mr. McQuaig, to tho eifiict 
that, whereao the estate would pay, by tho 
assignees' atntoment, ono hundred cor.tsoi 
tho dollar, if liquidated with reafonabio 
c ire; ond wjiereaa tho asaigneea had aug- 
eealed that it ia advisable to pay tho iu- 
dnibtoduces of tho lato hrin to thu B. C. Cor- 
p jration and to Wells, Fargo & Co. as soon 
aj poaaible in order to roaliz-j on tho securi- 
ties held by them ; therefore tho aaaigncLD 
bo empowered to liquidate tho eatato on 
the basis euggcated and to employ any 
asaittanco required ; and also that tho 
assignees shall not be responsible personally 
for any loss or damage, except that arising 
from their own wilful negligence or fault. 

S. Perry Milla wanted to hear tho deed of 
assignment read, but was assured by Mr. 
Fell that it does not differ from any ordin- 
ary assignment. 

Consul Myers thought there was a funda- 
mental differenco of opinion as to tho ap- 
pointment of the assignees and whether 
they could or not be removed without re- 
course to the courts. He had perfect faith 
in tho integrity of the assigneea but wanted 
the mooting to adjourn till that point is 
settled. " It is not a matter of eyoipathy," 
he said, " We have got onr money in 
the bank .and' we nant to get It out." 
(Laughter.)

Mr. Bolyea settled Consul Myers question 
by reading from tho etatuta that tho assign- 
ees may only bo removed by tho courts. 

Mr. Peter thought no bettor step could 
be taken than to leavo tho whole busineas in 
tho hands of tho asaignoes, but ho suggeated 
that a proportional dividend should be 
given to rolieve creditors to aome extent, 

K. M. Johnson endorsed Dr. Milne's 
motion. 

S. Perry Mills suggested that aa there ia 
no insolvency act bero, tho English rule 
should bo followed in voting, namely, a 
majority in number and two-tliirds in value. 
There Boomed to be general diasatisfaotion 
throughout tho meeting, (Crioa of no, no. ) 
If so, then ho auggeatod appointing a oom- 
mittoo of inspection. 

Tno discu'ision then turned on the amount 
of compensation. J. H. Todd moving that 
tho asBitrnecs bo given five per cent, of the 
assets realized, 

Consul Myers thought throo per cent, 
enough, and moved an amendment to that 
e'foot, seconded by S. Perry Mills. 

Finally a motion by M. Johnson, 
seconded by Mr. Brown, waa adopted to 
the cUect that notices be sent to the credit- 
ors asking them to, say whether five or 
three per cent, abonld be paid. 

Mr. Coltart having thanked the creditors 
for tho confidence shown him, the meeting 
adjourned.

A PATENT PROOBSS. 

The Times, aa a matter of oonrse, finds 
faalt with the revised tariff. It did not re- 
quire the gift of prophecy to have prodiotod 
that our contemporary would pronounce the 
reduotions "trumpery," no matter what 
they might be. Its artiole ooald almost aa 
well have been written the day before' tho 
Budget speech was delivered aa tho day 
after. It has made the wonderful difccovory 
that " Protection ia still the main point of 
tho tariff policy." This ia precisely what 
the Premier and tho Finance Minister de- 
clared it would be. The duties have been 
reduced some seven per cent, all round, 
and this, tliougb not so large a reduotion aa 
some may have expected, is by no means 
" trumpery." lb is simply impoaaiblo, with 
the fragmentary information we havo re- 
ceived by tele(;raph, to form anything like 
an intelligent opinion of the tariff revision 
aa a whole. In order to be in a position to 
form auoh an opinion, a careful comparison of 
the new tariff with the one it has superseded 
is nccesaary. Neither wo nor our contem- 
porary have had tho timo or tho informa- 
tion neceaaary to enable ua to do this at all 
satisfactorily. But the Times requires no 
data on which to base its judgment. It can 
and does jump at conolusions slap-dash with 
a heroio disregard of both facts and figures. 
Those who desire to judge the new tariff 
fairly and rationallj- must come to adtciaion 
much less rapidly and by a very different 
process. 

WHO ARE THE "PIRATES?" 

The San Francisco Examiner ought to 
have more regard for its reputation for in- 
telltgeuoe than to stigmatize the Victoria 
seal hunters as "pirates," Anyone who 
understands the English language knows 
that in hunting aoala at a greater distance 
than three miles from the shores of Ameri- 
can territory, Victoria sealers wore doing 
what they bad ,b perfect right to do, and 
that if any one connected with the Bebring 
Sea seal fishery deserved to bs denounced aa 
pirates, it was the commanders and crows 
of the United States cruisers who boarded 
British aouling vciocla on tho high aoas, took 
from them the acal skins they found in them, 
depriving their creva . of their arms and 
ammuijitioD, and at times of their liberty. 
Tbese were piratical acta, if depriving men 
of their property by forco on the 
high seas ia piracy. Tho Examiner surely 
knows that every single olaim set 
up by tho United States, with reapoot to jur- 
isdiction over tho Sea and ownership of tho 
seals, was found by the Bohring Sea Arbi- 
toators to be without foundation, How can 
the sealers, who did not infringe upon the 
rights of others, and who took only what 
they had aa good a right to as the Americana 
thomeelves, be called pirates t Our contem- 
porary in most unreasonable, as well as ex- 
ceedingly uncivil. 

With regard to the award of the Arbi- 
trators, respecting which the Exam- 
;inor BOolda so vigorously, it will 
be found that the British, both in 
Europe and America, are quite aa ready 
to comply with its requirements as are the 
citizens of the United States, The only evi- 
dence of bad,f»ith;,1iJ>»t:jHra..havtt yet saen is 
in the oolumns of the Examlo'tiri when its

editor speaks of enforcing tho rights of tho 
United St&tos^ to the seals. Except on lis 
own territory, the United States, aooording 
tv, the Award, has no rights in the seals. 



Tbe(^o!^rfl.d- the'sealbg.sobooners that 
were seized In Behrihg Sea have already bad 

too long to woit for oompenaation for the in- 
jurioB infliotod on them by the Government 
of tho United States. The first of these 
'.'easels was seized in 1880. It will havo to 
be admitted that eight yeara is a long time 
for a man who is not rich to wait for repara- 
tion for losses wantonly infiioted upon him. 
If a private individual had done another 
private individual an injury in 1886, ho 
would long ago, by the law of either Great 
Britain, Canada or the United States, havo 
been compelled to make good the loss. A 
loss inflicted by a nation ought surely to be 
repaired as quickly as one Infliotod by an In- 
dividual, The nation la rich, and can com- 
penaate tho injured party without tho 
alighteat inconvenience to Itself, and 
tho nation ought to bo jiiab and 
honeat, and should hasten to right any 
wrong It had unwittingly or wittingly done. 
But. although the United States Is riofa, and 
although it has been decided by a tribunal 
in which It was itself represented, that its 
aoizuro of the aealers on tho high scaa in 
1886, and subsequent years, was ocntrary to 
tho lawot nations, and that it did notpossess 
the rights it claimed, yet the poor men who 
wero then despoiled of their pro;ierty havo 
not yet had justice done them. As may 
readily bo concluded, tho greater number of 
them being men of very moderate meana 
have, during tho past aeven years and moro, 
Buffered much. Being deprived of tho 
means of earning their livelihood and of 
paying the debts they had contracted in 
good faitb, some of them have been reduced 
to penury and have been forced to atrugglo 
for a mere oxiatoDco in what was to 
them now fields of labor. The Government 
of the United States does not appear 
to have had the least Idea of the trouble 
and the suffering which have been caused 
by its acts of injustice. Or if tho men who 
compoao It are awaro of the conscquenooa of 
those acta, they have been perfectly heedless 
of tho suEforingB of their victims. 

Tho Governments of the Dominion and of 
Great Britain cannot have realized bow 
much the loss of the sealing vessels meant to 
the owners and to the oommeroial community 
of which they formed a part, or they would 
havo been moro urgent in demanding oom- 
penaation for tho aufTerers. It la too bad 
that men who have committed no oiTonco 
against the laws of their own country or 
the law of nations, should be allowed to 
auGTer for years, as if they wero evil-doers. 
Their puniabmont for pursuing their honest 
avocation in an honest way has really been 
worse, and continued for a longer tImo than 
that of many criminals. Is it not time that 
justice was done them I There is not the 
shadow of an excuse for wlth-holdlng from 
them their due any longer. 

The Behriug Sea Arbitration has decided 
that the United States does not possess ex- 
oluaivo juriadlotion over Bohring Sea, that 
Great Britain never couoeded this jurisdic- 
tion, and that the United States, when it pur> 
chased Alaska, acquired no jurisdiotlon over 
Bohring Sea outside the threp-milo limit, 
The seizure of vessels sailing under the Bri- 
tish flag Boronty and more miles from shore 
was therefore illegal, in fact nothing better 
than acts of piracy. With so strong a case 
aa this, why Great Britain should be slack 
in Insisting on compensation to those of 
her Bubjeots who have suffered wroni; and 
outrage at the hands of the servants of the 
United States Government, we cannot com- 
prehend. Wo are quite certain that if tho 
oaao were reversed — if Great Britain were 
tho perpetrator of the wrong, and if United 
States oldzens were the sufferers — the 
American Government would give Great 
Britain no peace until juatico had been done. 
And, in tho meantime, the world would 
ring with denunciations of Britiah Insolence, 
British apathy and British Injastioe. 



THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Wo wero quite sure that when tho City 
Council came seriously to consider tho Jubi- 
lee Hospital matter, they would soon find a 
way of arranging it in a practical and a busl- 

ncsa-Iike manner; and wo find that wo have 
nob been di^;appointed. Some of tho pre- 
liminaries might havo been dispensed with, 
but the result must bo coneiJored by all 
sonaible citizens as satisfactory. Tho city 
needs a hospital. The Corporatioa cannot 
negleot the duty of providing for tho Indi- 
gent aiok and for others who are in need of 
hospital attendance and hoapitul accommo- 
dation. The Jubilee Hospital, ono of tho 
boat institutions of its kind in the Domin- 
ion, ia within the city's bounds, fully 
equipped for,the reception of patients and 
in operation. The Corporation could not do 
bettor than avail itself of tho aocom- 
modatioQ it afTorda. It could not ex- 
pect to get that accommodation gratu- 
Itoualy ; it niuBt contribute its pro- 
portionate share to tho maintenance 
of the Institntion. If the city pays towards 
keeping up the hospital, it goes without 
Baying, that It should havo a share in Its 
management. Thia being eettled, the de- 
tails can lo eaaily arranged. 

Tho Couiioil did well to leave tho arrange- 
mont of thoso details to the new directorate. 
To load their " ultimatum " with such de> 
tails wcnid be unnecessarily to create difll- 
culties. Wo do not think that there will be 
any difiHoulty in eottling the matter to tho 
satisfaotion of all the parties concernod. 
Wo trust that tlio arrangementa will be made 
In tho most friendly spirit. There ia no-uso 
in looking backward. Disonsaioiis as to what 
might, couId,'would or should havebe'en^one 
in the paab are altogether unnecoaaary 
and may bo very irritating. Tho future 
is what coucorns the Council, tho Hospital 
directors and the citizens. Tho business of 
all now Is to take such measures as 



will enable the city and the pro- 
vince to derive tho greatest poa- 
siblo amoiinfi of ^benefit froni tho Jubilee 
Hospital, to-jteep it free of debt, and to make 
it an inatitntibn that British C&lumblans oan 
point td with oommenclBble pride. To effect 
thia will require all the ability of the best 
board of directors that can be selected, 
aided by the diainterested zeal of the medi- 
cal profoaaion, backed'iip by a liberal and 
appreciative public. We do not think that 
our reputation as a prophet is in the slight 
est danger when we vonturo the prediction 
that the Hospital difficulty is on the point 
of disappearing. . -^vn. ' 

LOOKING TO WASHINGTON. 

The Liberal newspapers and somo of the 
Liberal . politicians ' baya- reproached the 
Government with "looking to Washington." 
They wished to create the Impression that 
the Govornment are so dependent on the 
United States for inspiration that they 
oould nob reviao their tariff without tho 
help of its Congresa. Sir John , Thompson 
dealt with this reproach and aoonsation in 
his speech on tho Address, This Is the 
passage : 

Ho was glad that Mr. Laurior had 
been good enough to read to tho Houao 
the statement which he {Sir John) bad made 
at the trade banquet in Toronto in 1893. At 
thot banquet ho made a atatoment — the only 
statement which ho had to make to the 
Houso to-night — with regard to the pro 
prioty of delaying tho revision of the 
tariff by the House until some indi 
cation had been given of the policy which 
was to bo Instituted in another country, 
Hon. gentlemen opposite might make 
merry with tho phrase about looking to 
Washington. He still adhered to the busi- 
ness principle that no sensible Government 
would undertake to revise its own tariff. 
Booing that another country was aoting In 
tho same direction, until it bad observed 
the progress of events In that country, 
knowing that the revision of the tariff in 
tb It countr3' would effect trsde transaotion 
of thia country for the new few years. 
(Hear, hear.) It mitibt be the United 
States' measure Would not be completed 
when they in Canada entered upon tho dis 
cuBsion, but the Canadian Government had 
done the best it oould and they had dc' 
layed as far as posaihle, not looking for the 
oxamplo of tho other country for guidance 
as to tho tarifT Canada should make, 
but for business information pure 
and simple, on tho buainefs which 
the Houso had presently to undertake. 
(Ch ors. ) Ho reminded tho House further 
of tho statements made at previous aosaiona 
that it was tho dcairo of tho Canadian Gov 
ornment to moot the Government of the 
United States aa far aa they oonsiatontly 
could with regard to our revonuo and the 
principles upon which our tariff wae based, 
in fiivor of the onhancoment ot the trade 
between tho two oouulriea. Would it not 
have been a violalion of that view, a viola 
tion of the principle, a violation of that 
offer of good-will which had been no more 
cordially stated by the Government than by 
the Oppoaition, if they had undertaken to 
convene the House and bring down a meaa- 
uro regardleaa altogether of what that 
neighboring country would do 7 Ab surely aa 
they were sincere in their offer, the leaat 
they oould do waa to wait and see what 
progreas was being made on the other side 
of the Hue towards lessening duties or 
otherwise, which might tend to inorease 
trade on the part of tho United Spates, in 
order that Canada might take similar moas 
ores on her pirt. (Hoar, hear) He thought 
no reproach could have been more fair and 
unanswerable than that which would come 
from the Opposition if the Government 
asked the House to deal with this whole 
subject in ignorance of the views of the 
House of the United States, and to pro 
rogue for another year before a singlo step 
could be made in the direction of enlarging 
the trade between the two oonntrles, if such 
a step was to be taken.

Another CJovcrnmeut Victory, 

LoNnoN, March 28. — The election in the 
Howick district of Scotland, necesailotodby 
Thomas Shaw's acceptance of tho office of 
Solicitor General for Scotland, was held to- 
day, and resulted in the return of Mr. Shaw 
by 3,203 votes against 2,.556 for Mr. MoLeod 
Fullerton, Q C, Liberal-Unionist. In tho 
general election of 18(12, Mr. Shaw received 
3,004 votes and tho Liberal-Unionist candi- 
date 2,669.

Chicago, March 28.— Tho people of Chi- 
cago wore to-day treated to a mild reminder 
of last month's blizzard.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
.Fourth Session of tlio Slitli Purllameat. 
, EORTY-THIRD DAY, 

-WEDNEanAY, Maroh-28, 1894. 
. The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayera by Rev. E. Roboou. 

• FOIIESTHV. 

Dh. Watt, chairman, proscntod tho ro- 
. port of the eeloot conimittco on forestry, 
which made tho following BURgeBtious : 

1. That endoBVora should bo nnado on the 
grounds X)f tho provincial home at Kain- 
loopa and at any other governmont inatitu- 
tiooa in tho upper country having suitable 
land attached thereto to plant shruba and 
treea of varioua kinds, both native and im- 
ported, ao as to aacortain what kinds can he 
tnost aucceesfuUy acolimated in that portion 
of the provinoo and be tnoat ' profitablyoal- 
tivated for eoonomio purposes. 

2. That care should bo taken by reaerva- 
tion or otherwise to protect tho forests cov- 

- ering tho sources of tho mountain streams, 
and also to prevent the waatofal cutting or 
destruction by Qro of the timber in the 
neighborhood of the minea. 

3. TbatitiieDoRtinion Government ahoald 
be approBohed witb a view to the location 
of an experimental farm in the dry belt 
with (among other objeota) a gpeoial yiew tio 
the inveatigatlon of what kinds of forest 
and fmit trees can be most profitably intro* 
duoed. 

4. That every possible effort ihould be 
made by the officials of the province in out- 
lying distriota to prevent the destruction of 
valuable timber areas by fire, and to punieh 
persons carelessly or intentionally starting 
forest fires. 

Report read and received. 

IIALL MINE3. 

The house again went into conimittco on 
the Hail mines bill, Mr. Rogers in tho chair. 

General exception waa taken to tho very 
great and unusual powers proposed to bo 
conferred in the bill, it being contended by 
nearly all tho members taking part in tho 
long discussion that, v.'hilfl tho company 
should bo granted all the authority required 
for the construction of tramways and other 
works necessary for tho operation of tho 
' mines and taking ont the ore, such a bill as 
this ahoald not be considered by the legis- 
lature. 

In order that the bill might be amended 
by the promoters in order to meet the viewe 
of tlie house, Hon. Mr. Bsaven moved that 
the oommittee rise and report progress. 

The motion was put and deolared car- 
ried, and the committee roae. 

NAKDSr AND SLOGAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mn. Davie presented a return to 
an order of the house for further informa- 
tion with respect to the Nakusp & Slocan 
railway. 

CONSOLIDATED ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

Mr Hornk moved tho second reading of 
tho bill respecting the Consolidated eleotrio 
railway ani light company, tho object of 
which is to amend tho act of incorporation 
of tho Vancouver eleotrio railway company, 
and to authorize them to lease or acquire 
tho properly of tho Westminster or other 
elecfric raihvuy companies. Ho stated that 
since it had been referred back to com 
mitteo tho bill had been amended eo that 
it should bo in accordance with tho notices 
and polition, and in its amended form it has 
been approved of at nicotiDgs of tho share 
holdcra of tho two companies mentioned. 

Bill read a aeoond time. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Tho house went into committee of the 
xvhcio on the mcBaages of Hia Honor tbt 
Licuteniint Govornor, transmitticg tho fol- 
lowing billc, which wore then introduced 
and re.id a first time : 

To authorizi the aalo of certain lands to 
tho Biehop of New Weatminster ; 

To amend tho public achool aot 1891 and 
amending acta ; 

To provide for the formation of conncila 
of labor conciliation and arbitration, 

PRAIVACIE. DYKINO AND IRRIGATION. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of the drainage, dyking and irrigation 
bill. Ho explained that this is an amend- 
ment and consolidation of exiaticg acts, but 
confers much greater powers on tho com- 
miaaioners, eapecially in the matter of bor- 
rowing the money required for their works. 
In respect to the guarantees which may be 
mncte the bill makes considerable alteration. 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Council was 
given In the former act power to guarantee 
iiiro-thirds of the interest on oondltion that 
the commissioners tbemeelves found the 
other one-third. This laat mamed require- 
ment had prevented tho guarantee clause 
being put into operation, and it haa been 
omitted from the present bill. Thn (juaran- 
tco is, hoc'cvor limited ao that it may not 
amount to a greater Hum than §15,000 in 
any year; and tho leg'alaturo thus has con- 
trol of tho matter imd can say whether or 
not it is advisabli; after a trial to go beyond 
that amount. H--- would not tako the time 
now to explain all the provisious, which can 
be fully dealt with later oo; tho prinoip'U 
alteration is in respect to the guarantee as 
]'iHl stated. ThiH, he thought, will enable 
tho provision to ho taken advantage of by 
the owners of land to bo dyked and by the 
oommiasionera. There aro larger oreaa 
which it is very detirablo to reclaim, and un- 
less some such scheme as this is adopted 
this land must, it aeema, roinain undyked. 
To facilitate such reclamation ho had intro- 
duced this bill, which ho thought will have 
tliat cfrect, 

Mr. Sword asked if tho bill gives any 
power to assess lands belonging to tho 
Dominion. 

Hon. Mb, Davie replied that the matter 
of Dominion lands which would be' im- 
proved by aaoh worka as propraed hfta been 
the anbjeet of oorroapondence with the 
Dominion government, and be had been led 
to believe that .aaaent to the aaaossment of 
these laqda will be forthcoming. 

Mr. GBAiil spoke in support of tho bill, 
andiln'.ad^oaaoy.^f the extension if possible 
of the principle of auoh guarantees ao as to 
assiat the' farmera in their general opera- 
tions. 

Hon. Mr. REAVENsald ho oonaidorodtho 
bill dangoroua in principle and that lie would 
\ot;o ogairat tho aocoud reading. 

Mr. Booth favored tho principle of the 
bill, though ho thought there aro Bomo pro- 
viaioES in it which should receive very Oiro- 
ful consideration in oommittee. 

Bill read a second time. 

JUJIOBS ACT. 

Hoy. Mb. Davie moved the aeoond read, 
ing of the bill to amend the jurors aot and 
imiending acta. The objeot of this bill, 
ho explained, ia to distribute - jury 
duty more evenly than it has been 
diatributod up to tho present. Un- 
der the Bot as it now stands a very few 
men are Oikiled to serve as jurymen, and thn 
same men are seen as grand, spooiai and 
petit jurors year in and year out. By the 
provisions of this bill, however, when u man 
haa once served for a while in tho capacity, 
ho will bo free, practically, for aoven or 
eight years, at all cvonta in a largo oity like 
Victoria or Vaneouvfr. A. ;;i-i>al; deal of un- 
necessary woi k Iu>a bi.voii CiUdi'd by the op.';r- 
ation of the pr-istiit ixot ; for inatnnc. thtro 
linvo b'cn mor^ fri (junjit meetinaa of spion- 
tora of ju-ymtn Ihnu it appears llioro should 
be, and a gr«at uiany books have bad to bo 



prepared, all ( f which has increased the ex- 
pense of he acti One of the provisions of 
tho present bill will bavo tho eCfeot of do- 
croasiug the number of sittings of the aclec- 
tora, and tho number of hooka prepared, and 
in tlua ciiy alone the saving itreoted will bo 
SlOO or SoOO a year. Ona section of ini- 
portanc-3 hud iniidvartontly been omitted 
from the bdl aa printed but will ho intro- 
duced in committee. This deals with a mat- 
tor whion tho house had made an cirort to 
deal with somo years ago, but without all 
tho result desired. Tho aot had provided 
that ocly thoao whose names appeared upon 
tho voters listehouldbecalled upon toaecveis 
jurors, and in order to bo freo from jury 
duty quite a number of people, buainesa 
men and others had bad their names struck 
off the voters Hat. The legislature had then 
enacted that these persona should not he 
exempt because their names had boon struck 
out; but thcro still remained no provision 
by which the aeleotors could got at tho 
largo number of people whoBo names have 
not at any time appeared upon tlie voters 
list, and in oonscquonoo they cannot bo 
drawn as jurors. Seeing tho advantage 
of exemption from jury duty those persona 
had refused to go on the voters list at all. 
Bat by this amendment every fit person 
eligible for duty may bo called upon to 
serve aa a juror whether on the voters list 
or not, and it will be the dnty' of the soleot- 
ors to procure firom other aourcea and add 
to the jury list- the names of all those eligi- 
ble who are not (town aa voters. He hoped 
tho public would have eonveyed to them 
the purport of these remarksj beoanae a gen- 
er»l eleutiou ia near at band, and he hoped 
ih'it no yi.iiiig man — or old man for that 
m it'iT — will ileprive himself of tho right to 
Villi', under tlin miftiikfu idea that ho is es- 
ipuig servico as a jau.r, f jr such persona 
III .y rt St assured lint whtii this bill be- 
u.iiu. 3 l i-.v ihey wi'l bo tho vi;ry firab to be 
[111!, liprin the jury liat. Tlioui;h jury ser- 
vice ia not pluasBut, it ia a duty owed to tho 
Bt'itc, and ho thought it should not bo 
shirked by enyouo qualified to serve. 

Mu. .Stoddaht auked if tho governmont 
intend to liiko into consideration the matter 
of tho payment of grand juroisaawoll aa 
petit jurora. Ho held that it is a great 
hardship, lu tho country districts, for men 
to bo compelled to go long diataneea at their 
own expense to servo aa grand jurors. He 
had brought up this matter u few years ago, 
but it had been then stated that the Min- 
ister of Juatico had sent out a proposition to 
do away altogether with grand juries. It 
seemed, however, to have been settled that 
they should bo retained, and he therefore 
thought tho government should conaiderthe 
malt r of paying them. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that this sub 
ject haa been und.'r the consideration of the 
government, and that there is undoubtedly 
much forco in the contention of Mr. Stod- 
dart, ao far aa tho country diatricta aro con- 
cerned. Thero ia not the aamo call for the 
paymont of grand jurors in cities, where 
they are generally drawn from tho ranks of 
bankers and morchanta, and aro bettor able 
to afford the time than tho petit jurora, 
though the duties of tho latter aro of oven 
greater importance. But so far as country 
places are concernod he thought the matter 
might be oonaidered during the passage of 
the bill through the house. 

McBsrr. Kitchen and Smith spoke In favor 
of the payment of grand jarors. 

Mr Booth thooght it a pity that grand 
juries had not bean done away with as sug 
geated. He advocated a change in the 
praotice with respect to petit jurors so that 
as f<ir aa possible men versed in city (.fT-ura 
may be ctilled upon to hear oity cases, and 
men from tho country may hear country 
oases, so that the jurora may thoroughly un 
derstand the force of the facts presented (o 
tijom.

The house went into committee on the bill 
respecting the eranting of aid to the Fraser 
river bridge. Several clauses having been 
adopted, the committee roae and reported 
progreaa.

WORLD'S FAIR RESDLTS. 

Iiuportant Foliti Notfd in tte Iat<reBUiig 
Keport of Oommlaaloncr Law. 

The report of Chaa. F. Liw, the British 
Columbia Coniniisaioucr to tlio World'a 
Fair, which haa just bton primed for dia- 
tiibution, ia an iutcrcating rcsuuio cf tho 
main ficta in oonuection with the part 
taken by thia province, with a oomploto list 
of the exhibita and awurda, obsei vatiooa on 
tho pointa of excelleuco under each head, 
and analyses of the wonderfully rich min- 
eral exiiiliits. The commissioner sayn : 

"Tho Briiiah Columbian exhibita in nil 
deporttnents of the Cinnd.an sections 
ranked third in comp3rativo importance to 
those of tho ottier provinces, being sur- 
pusaod only by Ontario and Quebec, which 
provirces tooK fi it and second placea res- 
pectively. 

" Oar mineral exhibit was tho ohiof at- 
traction to tho public, because it was folt 
that wo had more to offer tho investor and 
speculator in thia field than in any other. 
There ia no doubt thot n much greater im- 
prosaion could have been niado on the publio 
if we had made an effort to secure moro 
fto.-n the producing minea of the province. 
Wherever ore waa being shipped to emel- 
tera from pointa in the Kootenay it would 
htivo boon possible to aecuro a carload lot 
from oaoh property and, of course, thin 
could not have failed to attract groat atten- 
tion, although at some cost. However, tho 
impression produced was very favorable, und 
it cannot fail to have a beneficial effeot in 
the direotion of attracting more, capital to 
the province for inveatment in mining enter- 
prises. 

" Oar agtlculturil exhibits surprised ev- 
eryone who visited the court, and the peo- 
ple of Es stern Canada as well aa those of 
the United Statea were pleased to reoojgnize 
tho fact that, while ouragriaaltnral distriota 
are limited, they poaaeas p'oaaibilitlea equai 
to thote of the most favored portions of the 
temperate zone. Oar ability to excite in- 
torcst in this department waa only limited 
by the fact that wo c3uld not afford to press 
our olaima to being a good field for a largo 
number .of settlors, and s^eoial_ oare was 
therefore necessary in advising ' only that 
class to como to the province who .were pos- 
sessed of some moans and who conld afford 
to take up land and go in for mixed farming 
with some adequate capital. 

" Our forestry exhibita wore good, but 
cannot bo taid to have been at all tqual to 
what wo luld have ahown in thia depart- 
ment. The very general depression exiat- 
ing in the linibor industry throughout the 
world had a tendency to make tho forestry 
exhibita from all countries less attractive 
than they would otherwise havo been. No 
special results appear to huvo been attained 
by any of the oxhibitora in a business way, 
and tho chief benefit to ourselves waa in 
showir.g our capacity for supplying com- 
mercial lumber for building and interior 
decoration purpoeea. 

" Our fiiiheriea were tho subject of general 
commendation at the hands of all tho ex- 
perts in this department who woro in attend- 
ance at tho fair. Your represontativo waa 
informed by Captain Collins, of Waahitjg- 
ton, D.C., U.S. Fiah Commitaioner at Chi- 
cago, that no country in the world appeared 
to havo tho same capacity as British Colum- 
bia for tho supply of food fish to tho mar- 
kets of the Uoitfd States and Europe. It 
was felt by the board of jarors, composed of 
men from every country, thot we had more 
to offer the investor and consumer in this 
department than any other country which 
was repreaanted by fish products at Chi- 
cago." 

Among the reoommendations Mr. Law 
makes are that the award of a nudal gi 
to the proviooial government for taxidermy 
bo transferred to W. C. Pound, of Vornou, 
whose collection waa the most important of 
the exhibita in this class. He makes special 
mention of tho mineral waters exhibited and 
statea that if the expenses of transportation 
did not prohibit it a largo business could bo 
done with Eastern cities in tho sale of these 
waters. He makea sp'-ci.'il mention of the 
manner in whicli tho OkelKt Morrid com 
pany bottled tlio truit aout by them, which 
attrroted very favorable attention.

ing array every imaginable combinatiou 
possible to obtain from silk, wool, cot- 
ton and linen. We were gravely told a 
month ago that there would bo no more 
changeable goods, and, lo! there aro vel- 
vets, silks, wools and oven cottons tlint 
Bbow those elusive and always beauti- 
ful changing colors woven together so 
deftly that you cannot tell where ono 
ends and the other liogins. There ia 
chain eli'on silk showiif now that has 
purple on ono side, with green dots or 
figures, and green on the other side, 
with purplo dots, the silk being revor- 
Biblo, which permits several very hand- 
some effects. There are doable width 
silks so wide as to allow circular skirts 
to bo cut from them without seams. 
Some of the most sumptuous of these 
aro printed around the bottom of the 
circle, and others of the wide silks havo 
printed borderings, which aro printed 
in floral or Byzantine patterns along tho 
edges for flounces. It is a fact not gen- 
erally known that crosswise flounces 
novor hang as well as those cut tho 
Ifingth of the goods. Somo of tho bro- 
cades now offered for grande toilette 
aro as heavy as tapestry and in design 
resemble tho ancient brocade called 
"watchet," and as far as may bo possi- 
ble they are made in mediroval stylo, 
with sido pockets made of tho samo 
material as the gown, and huug to tho 
waist by ribbons. Tbo princess stylo 
is also a favorite in tho making up of 
these superb brocades. 

There is a now wcolen weave of cam- 
' el's hair, very close and firm, with a 
rep not nnlike bedford cord, only that 
this is diagonal, and it is almost cer- 
tain to Lecome a great favorite. It will 
bo trimmed with rows of velvet ribbon, 
ns will many another costume the com- 
ing spring. A few of these have a sort 
of undevweavo of a different color. 
There are many varieties of two toned 
basket weaves and uattes with a nesbot 
and swivel figures. Orepong of all im- 
aginable kinds aro shown, some of them 
having a raised swivel figure that has 
the peculiarity of appearing to lie loose- 
ly on top of tho crinkles. French cam- 
el's hair in its own distinctive weave 
will also bemadoup into many attract- 
ive costumes, particularly in such as 
require an overdress drapery or a polo- 
naise. Camel's hair drapes in an ideal 
manner and combines well with almost 
everything, being often seen with velvet 
and brocades as well as plain silks. 
There havo boon made several very 
lif4ndsomo costumes of this material 
whore tlipro is n long coat with stiff 
skirts or a polonaiso with an apron 
front drapery and a fun shaped plaiting 
at tho back reaching to the bottom of 
tho skirt, which is a fashioai now to 
havo its vogue. 

There are several wool and silk bro- 
cades in Persian and Byzantine pat- 
terns. Somo of these aro slightly changc- 
ablo in tho background. They will 
make stylish coats and accessories to 
other costaines, hat I scarcely think 
there will bo many full costumes made 
of tlieni. 

The crcpoiis, tho silk warp honriottes, 
the chrystalettes, tho fayottas and iirint- 
ed wools will all be very mnoh liked by 
those with refined tastes, as also will 
tho over lovely challios, which aro pro- 
duced this Euason in moro exquisite 
beauty than ever before. There is also 
a long listof now effects in granite mi.x- 
tnres, in shepherd's plaids, in light- 
weight cheviots and silk and wool hair 
lines. All these goods aro shown in tho 
principal colors of the season, which 
aro beige, cordone, antelope, fanon, 
black, golden brown, olive, mastic, 
dahlia, petunia, myrtle, seal brown, tan, 
gray, bisoait, flax, dovo, magenta, sol- 
ferino and nil shades of heliotrope and 
green. Tliero aro also quite a number 
of striped goods seen showing a mingling 
of mignonette,groen and black,or white, 
violet, amber and amethyst, and there 
are many wools showing velvet raised 
dots mid figures. All these aro for 
drosses, and so will bo hundreds of 
styles in talEeta silks, mottled and 
plain, and somo of them dotted with 
bright colors in raised swivel patterns. 

There seem to be no sot rules regard- 
ing the way of making up these fabrics, 
and every woman can have a personal 
choice. Tho new tTimuiings aro very 
Ijcautiful and v.'ould pleasotbo most ex- 
acting. There is very much jowel work 
on passementerie, and there aro novel- 
ties in the manner of passementeries 
too, some of it being made in the foim 



of bretelles, collarettes and corselets and 
stocks as well as tabs and stoles. In 
short, everything that could bo thonght 
of has heori wrought out, and thesopas- 
semontories are unusually flno and artis- 
tic. Somo of them have all colors 
wrought in a Byzantine fashion, and 
they will be largely employed on all 
sorts of garments. There aro somo pat- 
terns wrought in gold embroidery and 
beads, in long strips intended to boused 
on turrets in a skirt or a capo where 
there aro slashes. There aro also pat- 
torus for application on front breadths 
or sido breadths. Tho fancy for the em- 
ployment of black and white.laoe in- 
sertions has not by any means died out. 
Thero aro strictly tailor mad^n gowns, 
and gowns dating back to tho middle 
ages, bonnets like those of Marie 
Stuart, and the coats simply revel in 
suggestions of Henry II and tho Louises 
of France. ^Tho Eton jackets and tho 
figavos aro to be worn, and tho bolero 
jacket and tbo Bret:on peasant waist 
are all to bo seen in the newest designs, 
as well as tho directoire, empire and 
incroyable. Surely every woman should 
be enabled to look her best with such a 
variety of styles to cbooso from. I no- 
ticed in ono house an enormous quantity 
of silk shirt waists of tho most startling 
colors, intended for wear with tailor 
jackets and skirts when the days shall 
bo warm enough to admit ot it. They 
have plaits down tho fronts or double 
frills, as miglit bo. Still somo wore of 
fine linos on delicate grounds. 

To show the wide range in the most 
stylish styles I will describe tho gowns 
now on exhibition. Ono has tbo under- 
skirt of petunia velvet, bordered with a 
band of petunia nioiro. The overskirt 
was of heather mi.xtnro, with a diagonal 
stripo combining tho heather colors. 
This also was bordered with moiro. 
Tho waist, pointed both front and hack, 
opened under the arms and had a row 
of biaid and steel buttons across tho 
bust, hussar fashion. Tluro woro no 
caps to tho sleeves, ono of tho cheviot 
having a baud of moiro and cords and 
liuttonaon it and tbo upper ono of plain 
moiro. Thero was a small tocpio of fur 
with n steel ornament and two quills. 
Tho other was a gown of fancy wool 
and silk brocade, gray and ivory wliito, 
in very largo design. Tho drooping 
gigot sleeves weroof mnscovito silk, and 
over this is to bo worn a mantelet of 
gray faille, trimmed with two doop 
black laco frills. Along tlio edgo and 
at tho bottom of tho tabs ia an embroid- 
ered design wrought in black silk. This 
mantelet is somewhat like a Marie An- 
toinette in shapo. Tho challies and 
nearly nil tho light wools and sheer 
muslins will bo made with French 
waists or surplice waists. Thero may

bo a few sorpentino waists, but not 
many, as they do not laundry well, and 
tho wearer always lias tho appearance 
of being swathed in bandages. 

I forgot to mention tho bonrettes. 
This class of goods is one of the most 
satisfactory of all spring woolens and 
shows up bettor with less outlay than 
any other, besides which bourotto is al- 
ways light while sufliciently warm. A 
few stylish buttons, a bit of braid, and 
with a good fit yon have a stylish gown, 
suitable for all weathers. Besides this 
n bouretto does not mind sunshine or 
rain. Ne.xt to bourotto for stylo in 
weatherproof goods is sorgo, but few 
liko serge as well for a knockabout 
dress, I call to mind a bouretto suit 
inado four seasons ago, with a plain 
round skirt and a rope piping of brown 
cloth nt tho bottom. Tho waist was 
plain and round, with a posticho vest 
front of brown cloth. Thoro was a snug 
cutaway, half long jacket, with no trim- 
ming but bono buttons. That gown 
without ono alteration is admired today 
as its brisk young wearer trips along 
tho street in it. Dres.sus, when of tho 
right material and judicious make, do 
not go out of style, except the sleeves.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



An Enullsli Uusliicsa 'Womiiii "Wlio Con- 
ducts 11 Fruit ami Flowoi- Tnule. 

A shrewd business woman in England 
conducts entirely herself a fruit and 
flower store. She manages her business 
in a unique and beautiful way. Her 
clorlis aro girls dressed in a neat and 
striking uniform. Her trade is in both 
fresh and preserved fruits. Tho glass 
jars and pots of preserves are arranged in 
pyramids and attractive figures, making 
them look so templing that customers 
just mast take them away and oat 
them. Tho artistic element enters into 
all tbo details of her enterprise, as well 
it might in a trade bo pretty and poetic 
as fruit and flower selling. She bos all 
her sex's talent for detail, and this ac- 
counts for tho exquisite neatness and ar- 
tistic finish of every part of tho work. 
Even tho window shades aro varied to 
suit tbo weather, it is said. Tho fruits 
and flowers sold aro delivered in spick 
and span clean, bright wagons with 
uniformed drivers. A page stands at 
the entrance, and ho wears a bright 
brown uniform with brass buttons. In 
this business thero is scope for tbo reali- 
zation of an artist's dream. Is not this 
an improvement on the greasy Italian, 
smoking bis vile pipe oyer the choicest 
grapes and apricots ho offers for sale? 
Why do not somo American women go 
into a business liko that conducted by 
tho English woman? 

Men show what they think of their 
own sex by taking away about all of a 
woman's legal and civil rights as soon 
as she marries ono of them. 

Kow that they have school snffrago 
tbu Connecticut women aro preparing 
themselves to exercise it intelligently 
with an earnestness and a conscientious- 
ness that has a touch of the pathetic in 
it. Women do not want suffrage, don't 
they? I cannot speak for all women, 
but this I know — all intelligent, con- 
scientious women want it. Tlio huliea 
of Connecticut havo formed parliamen- 
tary clubs. At tho meetings they study 
parliamentary usage by both practice 
and precept and at tho samo time take 
lessons in civil government and polit- 
ical history. I havo not heard anything 
that plea^ me more than this in a 
long time. The women teachers of tho 
state are forward in tbo work, and very 
properly, since tlioy have tho training 
and osperienco to take the lead. Wom- 
en teachers everywhere would help not 
only other women, but themselves ovon- 
tually, by taking an interest in public 
questions and forming -or aiding clubs 
among their own sex. 

The new factory laws of Illinois re- 
strict the labcrof women to eight hours 
a day. This is an unjust restriction 
and n discrimination against women on 
account of sex. If women had a vote, 
men would not dare make such laws, 
j ust as they do not at present dare to re- 
strict tho hours of labor of men without 
their consent. So long as the labor 
hours of men in factories aro not inter- 
fered with, then no legislature baa any 
right to meddle with women's working 
hours. If a man may work in a factory 
as long every day as bo and his em- 
ployer choose, then so may a woman. 



The pretense tliat the law ia passed'for 
hygienic reasons is merely a hypocrit- 
ical dodgo to escape tho real issue, 
which is that if many men had their 
way women would not be allowed to 
work in a factory ot ^aindr'any where 
else for money. The Illinois law is noth- 
ing else tlian tho cropping up under a 
now form of tho old cruol, selfish spirit 
that would keep women from earning 
any money just so that men might get 
it all. Wo know this old enemy and 
refuse to bo deceived by it. 

It is narrated that a woman who had 
five children and seven stepchildren 
eomed over $2,500 in 18 years by weav- 
ing rag carpets. A woman who would 
marry a family of seven stepchildren 
ought to wnavo rag carpets tor a cen- 
tury.

Hon. Mu Davih prt seated messages from 
Hia Honor thn Lieutenant Governor trans- 
mitting tho following bills : 

To provide for tho appointment of offiuial 
scilora of s iwlogs and other cut limber ; 

Respecting the Cariboo hydraulic mining 
company ; 

Respecting (ha Horsefly hydraulic mining 

oompauy ; 

To authoria«„the grant of certain lalnds to 
tho Weatminstor & Vancouver tramway 
compsny. 

Ordered, that the mesnagea and accom- 
panying bills be taken into consideration to- 
morrow.

Hon. Mr. Davib moved to add as a 
separate section after section 6, a provision 
that application for the incorporation or ex- 
tension of any municipality shall be made 
before Jane 30 in each year, and the inoor 
poration or extension shall take eiFeot from 
and after the 1st of January next following. 
Agreed to. . 

Mr, Brown moved to add to the seotion 
rospcotiag qujlifiojition to vote for mayor or 
aldermen " ihac every person payini; rent of 
the amount hereinafter named for any room 
or rroins used by suob person us a 
dA'clbu^', shall be held to be a house- 
hilder withia the meaning of this see 
tiou " Ho contended thac there is no 
g>ii d reason uhy a diatiuuiion should be 
made been 01 n a man who routs the whole of 
a bniull h .u-ie and ouo who rents part of a 
liii gH one, when tho rental piid ia tho aamo. 
Hj p{]liited out ihat a large number of per- 
Boup, mostly young men, who are in overy 
way fi'ted to exeroiao tho franchise, are for- 
bidden tho right to do so because they rent 
ono or ninro rooms in largo buildiuga in 
place of reniiug the whole of a cubin. 

Hon. Mr Beavicn opposed the amend- 
ment, aa ho ihought the munioipal tjualilioa- 
tion already Bulliuiently liberal. 

Mr Boom could not ace why any differ- 
ence should bo made between tho man who 
rents a whole house and tho man who rents 
part of ono if tho rental ia tho aame. 

Mr. FoRiiTEii could not understand tho 
objectiona of the louder of tho oppoaition, 
aa ho could not eco why a man who rents a 
room at §12 a month should not be allowed 
to vote, while another paying §10 a month 
for a house is a voter. Ho thought tho 
former class have junt as niuoh intereat in 
tha good government of tho city as most of 
those who vote as houaehelders. 

Mr Grant said this ia something which 
ho haa been odvocating for years, nnd ho 
could not see why a lodger ahould not have 
a status in tho community as a voter, ju^t 
as he has in Groat Britain. Ho know of 
ono caso where a man has been paying §GU a 
month for his rooms for 30 years past and 
yob is nob Mlotved to VPt? on tbia qualifi- 
cation. 

Tho amendment waa adopted on divttion 

Mr Grant moved in accordance with the 
wishes of tho niuuicipul council, that the 
amount of rent to give houaoholders quali- 
fication in Victoria bo reduced to the former 
sum of SdO per annum, in place of Sl"20, aa 
fixed in the committeo. Agreed to. 

Mr. Hunter moved to amend section 20 
of the bill, 80 as to provide that a majority 
of tho votes oast, in p'aco of threo-tifttis, as 
there provided, shall bo sufficient to vM- 
date a by law to bestow any special privi- 
lege, exemption or bonus. 

Hon. Mr Beaven opposed tho amend- 
ment, holding that tho three-fiftha rule, 
which prevailed in Victoria until tho change 
wai niado lastacaaion. 

Ml4 Grant favored tho amendment, aa, 
he said, it is well known that nearly every 
man opposed to a by-law records his vote, 
whilo thoBO in its favor are often cureloBB. 

Hon. Mr Tdrner took tho aune view as 
tho leader of tho opposition, 

Mr. Browk also spoke againab tho amend- 
ment. 

Mr Keith could not seo the forco of 
these arguments, as be thought the majority 
should rale in every case. 

The amendment was adopted on division 
of 15 to 11. 

A similar amendment respeoting any by- 
law to wbioh the assent of the eleutors is 
neceaeary ivaa adopted on the same division. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to make the 
da'o up to which the rebate of one-sixth in 
the municipal t^xca ehall bo allowed, 
Oc'ober 31 as formerly, instoid of Ujccmber 
1, aa provided when tho bill waa in conimit- 
teo. Agreed ti). 

Hon. Mit Bkaven moved, in viow of tho 
action of tha committeo io striking out tlie 
provision that tho holdera of "new" licensta 
to aoll liquor shall every six months niukc 
Qpo'lofitiou for a renewal and advertise their 
int'tntion, to iuscrt a clause rt(|uiring the 
holders of all such "new'' licenaoa to apply 
for these either poraonidly or by ngiuit wi'li- 
out gtving notice. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon could not aco tbisi 
there is any reason v/hatovc-r to inuUe a dia 
tinction between people who obtained tlicKe 
llccnsea recently and thoso who obtained 
thom long ago. He thought that no good 
purpose whatever can be served by this re- 
qiiiioment. 

Mr Si£.\if,iN and Dr. Milne epoko in sup- 
port of tho nmendinent, which being put 
was lost on division of 1,3 to 14. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved to amend tho 
Sunday closing clause so that tho exceptions 
shall read thus: "Conveying pasaongors or 
Her Majesty's maila by land or by water, 
tho operating and running of railways, and 
street railways, lighting works, telegraph 
and tolophono lines, and offices, hotole. res- 
taurants, the delivery of meeaagos, the 
printing, publication and delivery of news- 
papcra before the hour of nine o'clock a, in., 
tho Belling and delivery of milk, and of 
drugs and medicines, and worka of necoa- 
Bity and charity excepted." 

Mr Grant expressed himself ua opposed 
to the Sunday closing proviaion in its en- 
tirety, because ho thought tho day for such 
puritanical laws had passed, and also bo- 
onuBo the law is mado to apply to munloi- 
paliticB only, and bccjiuso there aro aovcral 
things which ought properly to be done on 
Sunday in this province whioh are not in- 
cluded in tho list of exceptions. He moved 
an amendment to add to the exceptions tho 
selling of newpapers, cigars, candy, confeo- 



liouery and bread, tho operation of baths 
and biirbcr shops, tho playing of musical 
inatrumeuta and the taking of fish. 

Mr Bkown spoke in reply to tho argu- 
ments mudu by Mr. Grant, 

Mu BuuTll favored a Sunday closing law, 
as without, the workiugiiien aio hkcly to he 
compelleil to work seven days a week. 

Hon. Mr Davik said ho had brought in 
the resolution for Suuday closing in conso- 
queuoR of a l irgi'ly uigiicd petition to tho 
Mayor and Ci/uncil of Victoria which hud 
been handed to him, and which hf- now pro- 
oeeded to read. It gave bever.d forcible 
reasono for the request mado, and 
a striking feature of tho petition 
is that it is mainly from people 
in lines of buainesa now in part kept 
open on Sunday, and who wish to oloso if 
their competitors do tho sams. He quite 
agreed that there should bo Bomo more ox- 
ceptiona provided for ; for instance ho 
thought tho sale of perishable articles auob 
as fruit might bo allowed to A certain ex- 
tent ; and also the catching 'of aalmon if 
required for tho purposoa of tho canneries, 
but he thought tho amondmont proposed by 
Mr. Grunt goes too far. 

The amendment by Mr., Grant waa lo^t 
on division ot 4 to 14, and .the olause aa 
amended by Mr. Davie was adopted. 

Mb. Anderson moved an amendment to 
seotion 104 of the act, to provtdo that the 
corporation Bball have power to limit and 
define an .area within which no fish, game, 
meat, poultry, eta, may be sold, except at 
tho publio markets. Lost on diviaion. . 

Further consideration of the report was 
adjourned, and at 11:36 p.m. the house ad- 
journed until 2 p.m. the following day. 

NAKUSP &■ SLOCAN railway. 

The return rcspooting tho Nakusp &, SIo- 
can railway presented to tho logialaturo 
yesterday contains very full information 
with respect to the eatimate of tho coat of 
construction and tho shareholders in tho 
company who aro carrying on the work. It is 
madeup of asericsof 8tatementB,alldoclared 
before a Notary Publio, so that it will be 
scon that they have been prepared in tho 
most careful manner. Summarised, theao 
show that the contractors for the construe- 
tloo are the Inland Construction and Devel- 
opment Company, Limited, in which tho 
shareholders are Molver Molver Camp- 
bell, Ujnald MoGlllivroy, C. J. 
Lootvcn and John Irving. Tlio con- 
traot for construction ia made at tho 
rate of $18,250 per ^mile, the work to be 
done to the satisfaction of the engluoers to 
be appninted to supervise the same by tho 
Chief Commiasioncr of Lands and Works 
and by the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. Engineer Duoheanay makes a state- 
ment ahowing that hia estimate of Iho cost 
of building the road waa S17,.197 per mile, if 
tho Canadian Pacific Company themtelvea 
undertook tho work, and that this estimate 
mado no allowance for ordinary contructora' 
profit, nor for tho coat of railway trauapor- 
tution of rails, material and labor, nor for 
the uf.o of rolling stock, tools and materials, 
which would have to bo defrayed by a con" 
atrucUng company other than the Can- 
adian I'acitio company. Ho states that tho 
coat ofcoustruction wosaubseqently increased 
by a change of location mado on his advice 
in tho canyon of Carpenter creek, whereby 
dangorou" sri^'ye'i'.lva wiil bo avoided. There 
aro certificates of the superior nature of the 
work douo in construction, and, for pur- 
p-isea of comparison, the cost of the 
C. P. R. bronches recently constructed 
in this Province is given. It ia 
shown that tho cost of tho Mission branch 
was $2.3,615 per mile, not including rolling 
stock or tho bridge across the Fraser river ; 
and that tho Columbia & Kooteouy railway 
cost $21,183 per mile not including the 
bridge aaross the Kootenay river, or 
rolling etook. The rails put upon 
these two railways wore ordinary 50 
ond GO pound rails taken olT 
tho main line for tho purpoao of replacing 
them with 72 pound rails, just as those sup- 
plied for tho Nakuip !c Slocin road have 
bfen. A F. Stcuart, mother civil engineer 
in tho employ of the C.P.R, declares that 
ho thoroughly agrees with tho estimate of 
coat made by .\Ir. Duoheanay. 



MEETINGS OF MOx\ARCHS. 

Alexander Anxious to Meet WllUelm Who Will 
lie Visited by Franz Josef. 

London, March 28. — The Vienna correa- 
pondcnt of the Daily Nuwa says the Rusaian 
embassy confirms tho report th»t the Czir Is 
anxious to meet the German Emperor, sind 
thank him for his iSorts to have the com- 
moroial treaty paaaed. It is expected that 
the Umperors will meet In Stettin or Koen- 
igaberg in September. Count Von Caprivi 
will accompany Emperor William, as the 
C?.ar has expressed a wish to see the chan- 
cellor. A Berlin correapondtut eaya that 
lOinpcror Frimcia .loacph started this even- 
ing lor Abb..z/.i, whfro ho will paaj several 
days with tho German Emperor. 



PROPOSED PERMANENT PBOHIBI- 
I'lON. 

British Chamber of Asrricoitiire WiBlies the 
Importation of Canadian Cattle Uado 
Impossible. 

London, March 28 —Tho hope ia cx- 
plffiBSed that the Canadian Government will 
bo able to give tho Right Hod. Herbert 
Gardner, president of the British Board of 
Agriculture, satisfactory aasarance in re- 
gard to the matter of pleDro-ptteumoniB''in 
cattio before Ttiesday next, when <• depute- 
tion of tho Chamber of Agriculture will 
wait on him and urge him to permanently 
prohibit all importation of live o^tttle.
